She kicked him and he grabbed

She also managed to free herself 
and both girls ran off in the direc¬ 
tion of Second Avenue. The man 
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followed them on a bike for a short 
distance before stopping. 

Although neither of the girls was 
physically harmed they were both 
left very shaken by the ordeal. 

The man is described as being in 
his mid 20s, of Middle Eastern 
appearance, 5ft 8in tall and of skin¬ 
ny build with short dark hair which 
was shaved at the sides. 

He was wearing a distinctive dark 
jumper with the letters ‘JLS’ on the 
front and skinny jeans. He was also 
wearing a back pack.

Police said officers were patrol¬ 
ling the area following this incident 
and a robbery two weeks ago. 

Acting Chief Inspector Alan 
Pitcher, of Harlow police, said: “I 
would like to stress that incidents 
such as these are rare and are not 
believed to be linked or connected 
in any way.” 

• Essex Police confirmed this 
week that a man seen taking pho¬ 
tographs near Tany’s Dell Primary 
School committed no offence. 

Parents received a letter from the 
school advising them to be vigilant 
after a man approached a mother 
and daughter last Monday. 

But after an investigation police 
said there was no cause for concern.

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Three hurt in 
punch-up at 
party posted 
on Facebook 

THREE Harlow men were injured 
- one seriously - at a house party 
in Roydon after guests referred to 
the event on Facebook. 

Police were called to an address 
at Water Lane in the early hours 
following reports of a 
disturbance. 

Officers arrived to find that 
three people had been assaulted 
by a group of up to five men who 
had apparently gatecrashed the 
party. 

A 25-year-old man from Harlow 
was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where he was treated for 
a fractured arm, fractured finger 
and cuts and lacerations to his 
face and head. 

An 18-year-old from Harlow was 
also taken to hospital and treated 
for facial injuries. A 23-year-old 
man from Harlow suffered facial 
bruising but did not require 
hospital treatment. 

PC James Smith, who is 
investigating the incident, said: 
“This event started as a small 
house party for about 30 to 40 
people but after some of the 
guests mentioned it on Facebook 
the numbers multiplied to well 
over 200. 

“An altercation started when 
some of the guests started 
arguing and others tried to keep 
things under control. We believe 
that a small rounders bat was 
used to cause the serious injuries 
to one of the victims.”

Six schools closed 
as teachers strike 

FIVE primary schools and a 
secondary school in Harlow were 
closed as teachers joined a 
national one-day strike on 
Tuesday. 

A further six schools were 
partly closed while the 
remaining opened as usual. 

Members of the two largest 
teaching unions, the NUT and 
NASUWT, joined the picket lines 
as part of a national dispute over 
pay, pensions and working 
conditions. 
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Police reveal ‘clown 
mask worn during 
knifepoint robbery

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DETECTIVES investigating a 
robbery in which six people 
were threatened with a knife 
by two muggers - one of them 
wearing what was described 
as a clown mask - have 
released an e-fit of one of the 
suspects and a photo of the 
balaclava worn by the other 

The robbers approached the 
group of three men and three 
women near the bandstand in 
Harlow Town Park at 10.30pm 
on Monday, September 23. 

The victims were ordered to 
hand over their mobile phones 
but when one of the men 
refused he was threatened 
with a large kitchen knife. 

Two of the victims handed 
over their handsets - a black 
iPhone4 and a black Samsung 



Galaxy S2 - before the two 
thieves ran off in the direction 
of the Greyhound pub in 
School Lane. 

Police later recovered one of 
the balaclavas which they 


describe as a clown mask, but 
appears to depict the charac¬ 
ter ‘V’ from the V for Vendetta 
film and comic books. 

One of the suspects is 
described as black, about 5ft 
7in tall, in his early 20s and 
with a muscular build. He was 
wearing a white clown mask 
and grey tracksuit with hood¬ 
ed top. 

The other man who is depict¬ 
ed in the e-fit, left, is white, in 
his late teens or early 20s, 
about 5ft 5in tall and with a 
pale complexion and tightly 
curled blond hair. He wore a 
balaclava and an unzipped 
sweatshirt with a hood.

Council introduces five-year qualification 
for people joining housing waiting list 


PEOPLE living outside of Harlow 
will be removed from the coun¬ 
cil’s housing list. 

Harlow Council, which this 
week introduced changes to its 
housing allocation policy, said it 
was committed to rehousing 
local people and has written to 
those who will be affected. 

The changes mean that deci¬ 
sions will now be based on need 
rather than the length of time 
applicants have been waiting. 

One of the new requirements 
for people seeking to be added to 
the list is that they must already 
be living in the town and have 


done so for the past five years. 

The new criteria also allows 
people to apply if they have been 
in full-time employment in the 
town continuously for 12 months 
or who have a close family mem¬ 
ber who has lived in the town for 
five years or more. 

There are also greater priorities 
for members of the armed forces, 
existing tenants wishing to 
downsize and adopters and fos¬ 
ter carers. 

In addition, applicants cannot 
have more than £50,000 in sav¬ 
ings, equity or income, and must 
not have housing-related debts 


(exc-luding mortgage arrears) 
totalling more than £1,000. 

Cllr Rod Truan, portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “It’s a difficult 
situation but these changes give 
priority to local people who are 
in genuine need of a council 
home. 

“We are being honest with peo¬ 
ple with less priority about their 
chances of ever getting a home.” 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson, 
added: “There is a myth that 
most council housing automati¬ 
cally goes to migrants with no 
connection with the town and 
this is not true.”

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Jumping on the bandwagon 
of welfare reform criticisms 

SIR, Here comes a bandwagon and guess who 
jumps on it?

A vote for any other party allows Labour back 
in to spend more, tax more and borrow more, 
as highlighted by their policy announcements 
this week. And Labour will not hold a 
referendum on the EU.

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Teen guilty of rape faces ‘significant’ jail sentence 


A TEENAGER convicted of six sex 
offences - including two of rape - 
against a young girl in Harlow has 
been warned he faces a “significant” 
jail sentence. 

Cameron Smith, 18, will be sen¬ 
tenced next month after the jury of six 
men and six women returned guilty 
verdicts at Chelmsford Crown Court 
on Thursday. 

As the verdicts were read out, Smith 
shook his head in disagreement. 

Smith - who denied all the charges 
against him - was cleared of three 
offences of rape but found guilty of 
two rapes, two sex assaults, one of 
inciting a girl under 16 to carry out 


sexual activity and one of assault by 
penetration. 

During the trial jurors were played a 
mobile phone recording made by the 
victim in which she repeatedly asked 
him to leave. The prosecution said the 
recording was made after he had car¬ 
ried out a number of sex assaults on 
her. 

Diana Pigot, prosecuting, told the 
court: “On September 21, 2011, she 
told him she didn’t want things like 
that to happen to her and she told him 
to stop on a number of occasions. 

“She recorded on her mobile phone 
what was happening for one-and-a- 
half minutes and repeated: ‘I want 


you to go,’ and ‘get out’”. 

However, Smith insisted the voice on 
the recording was not his and the 
court was told that experts said there 
was no certainty it was. 

lane Gow, representing Smith, said 
the defence would be obtaining a 
report from a psychologist “to see 
what’s gone wrong”. 

Remanding Smith in custody until 
the sentencing hearing on November 
15, judge David Turner said: “He’s fac¬ 
ing a significant sentence. 

“This is obviously a grave offence 
and I need to know more about him. 
It’s a very sad, sad situation. He’s so 
young.”

“When it was 
examined it was 
exhausted and 
very mucky. But, 
after a short while 
the Harlow Bat 
Hospital and two 
weeks under the care 
of Frances, we were 
able to successfully 
release it. 

“As Barbastelles are 
very rare, we wanted a 
group of people to go 
along to the release to 
spread out and try to 
see where he went.”

MP welcomes fuel duty freeze pledge 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has hailed an announcement 
by the Chancellor of the Exch¬ 
equer that fuel duty will be fro¬ 
zen for the rest of the current 
Parliament if the money is 
available as “fantastic”. 

George Osbourne made the 
pledge during his speech at the 
Conservative Party conference 
in Manchester on Monday. 

Mr Halfon, who has been a 
vociferois crusader for a cut in 


fuel duty, said: “This is fantas¬ 
tic news for motorists. 

“This comes after a long cam¬ 
paign that I have been running 
since I was elected as an MP. It 
shows that the Government is 
really focused on the cost of liv¬ 
ing 

“ It is now up to the oil compa¬ 
nies to pass these savings onto 
motorists.” 

Mr Osborne told the confer¬ 
ence: “Provided we can find the 


savings to pay for it, I want to 
freeze fuel duty for the rest of 
this Parliament. 

“Conservatives don’t just talk 
about being on the side of hard¬ 
working people, we show it day 
in day out in the policies we 
deliver.” 

Mr Halfon also said the Chan¬ 
cellor’s announcement that the 
tax threshold would be raised 
to £10,000 as good news for low 
earners.

NOSTALGIA 

Pamdon Hall home to 
‘hidden’ art treasures

H eritage open Days 
recently opened up 
Parndon Hall to the public, 
but many Harlow residents 
may not be aware of the 
manor house and its original 
residents. 

Parndon Hall in the grounds 
of Princess Alexandra 
Hospital was built in 1867 by 
Loftus Wigram and Elizabeth 
Arkwright as a family home. 

The following year 
Elizabeth began 
decorating the manor 
house with elaborate art 
of animals, children and 
naked women and 
children - something 
extremely different for the 
time. 

Parndon Hall, with 
Elizabeth’s elaborate 
artwork concealed under 
layers of whitewash by her 
son, was eventually taken 
out of the family’s 
possession after the house 
and land were sold to the 
Harlow Town Corporation. 

The building was used as 
Kitty Clare’s school in 1954 
and then as Fedsden School in 
1960. 

During the 1970s it became 
the offices of an advertising 
agency. 

Threats of demolition in 1974 
were quickly stopped after 
Elizabeth’s original paintings 
were found when ceiling 
plaster fell and a construction 
worker spotted a painted 
hand on the ceiling. 

The building, although 
suffering from damp, now 



belongs to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital which uses it as an 
education centre and offices. 

Elizabeth’s wall and ceiling 
portraits were completed on 
her own and are considered 
the artist’s most dramatic 
work. 

There are several outdoor 
portraits depicting hunting 
scenes and the seasons on the 
ceilings of the hall as well as 
portraits of young children 
and animals on the doors. 

Many, though not all, have 
been restored. 

The artist, who died in 1890, 
was also an accomplished 
horse rider and was described 
as “the most accomplished 


equestrian in the world” but 
her artistic talents were 
largely ignored up until very 
recently. 

PAH was granted planning 
permission in June this year 
to create five new dwellings 
within the manor house 
including the conversion and 
refurbishment of the Grade II 
listed former stables block. 

The hospital is now looking 
for a buyer of the property. 


Pioneer who changed face of telecoms 


A SCIENTIST who helped to put 
Harlow on the map with his 
groundbreaking fibre optics work 
passed away last month. 

Dr George Hockham was considered 
a pioneer for his work alongside Dr 
Charles Kao. The pair were known for 
their work with information relayed in 
laser beams through fibre optics 
which helped set the groundwork for 
today’s modern communications 
technology and the information 
superhighway. 

The research engineer, who was 
74-years-old when he died, presented 
his findings along with Dr Kao in 1966 
at the Institute of Electrical Engineers 
in London where their findings were 
met with initial scepticism. 

Dr Hockham worked for the 
Standard Telecommunications 
Laboratories in Harlow and it was 
during his time at the company that 
he was able to develop the 
groundbreaking paper with his 
research partner. 

Both scientists have had their 
names incorporated into the Harlow 
Enterprise Hub to honour their 
achievements in science, technology 
and in the town. 

Dr Hockham leaves a wife, Mary, 
and four children.

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Motorway mayhem after crash

MOTORISTS driving along the hard 
shoulder illegally hampered the clean¬ 
up operation after an oil spill caused 
chaos on the Mil at Harlow. 

Traffic on the southbound stretch of the 
motorway between junctions seven and 
six was at a virtual standstill for 12 hours 
on Friday. The road finally reopened in 
the early hours of Saturday but by then 
drivers caught up in the closure had been 
left frustrated and fuming. 

A spokeswoman for the Highways 
Agency told the Star this week: “The oper¬ 
ation was hampered by some motorists 
illegally using the hard shoulder, which 
delayed the arrival of vehicles attending 
the incident.” 

Motorists were stranded in their vehi¬ 
cles, some with babies and dogs and, in 
some cases, without food and water. 

Flights were missed, birthday celebra¬ 
tions were scuppered and some who were 
on their way to concerts by Fleetwood 
Mac and Paramore in London never got 
there. One woman lost out on a helicopter 
trip over London which had been bought 
for her as a 60th birthday present by her 
son. 

The road was shut after a Range Rover 
towing a trailer containing 600 litres of 
cooking oil overturned after crashing into 
the central reservation. 

More than five tonnes of sand was 
spread over the top of the oil to absorb it 
and this was then swept from the car¬ 
riageway. 

But there was not enough sand to absorb 
the amount of oil that had been spilled on 
the carriageway and more had to be 
brought in from further afield. There were 


also some issues with a road sweeper, 
which needed to be repaired before it 
could be used. 

Even then an inspection revealed there 
was still oil on the road. A hydro-blasting 
machine was brought to the scene to 
remove the remainder. 

A total of 24 traffic officers and 22 opera¬ 
tives from the Highways Agency contrac¬ 
tor Skanska were involved in the clean up. 

Control rooms in South Mimms and 
Birmingham were also called on to help. 
Signs were set on the east and westbound 
A14, on the approaches to the Mil and the 
A1(M), to allow motorists to plan an alter¬ 
native routes. 

Motorists took to Twitter to vent their 
fury and frustration at the Highways 


Agency and Essex Police over the length of 
time of the clean-up operation and the 
actions of drivers who used the hard 
shoulder to jump the queue unchecked. 

The Highways Agency spokesman 
added: “We always evaluate our opera¬ 
tions following an incident of this nature 
and work with partners, such as Essex 
Police, to make improvements wherever 
possible.” 

A spokesman for Essex Police said: 
“Police were made aware of cars attempt¬ 
ing to use the hard shoulder and also 
reversing up slip roads and units were 
deployed to deal with this. 

“Police will be speaking to the Highways 
Agency to see if any lessons can be learned 
from the management of this incident.” 


Drivers vent fury 

A PARTY of Year 5 and 6 pupils from Harlowbury Primary 
School were trapped in their coach for eight hours as they 
returned from a three-day trip to Mersea Island. 

Deputy headteacher Sarah Roffey said: “They were very 
well behaved and we are very proud of them. They are a 
credit to the school.” 

Some of the 30 youngsters, who hadn’t seen their families 
since Wednesday, were upset and all were hungry and 
thirsty when they arrived back at 10.45pm - nine hours 
after they set off.

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Doctor forged Viagra prescriptions 


AN award-winning A&E doctor living in Harlow 
forged prescriptions from the hospital where he 
was working to obtain painkillers and Viagra. 

Father-of-three Mohamed Elsakka (36), of 
Torkildsen Way, was ordered to complete 150 
hours of unpaid community service, £500 costs 
and a £60 victim surcharge when he appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates’ Court yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Elsakka, who is currently suspended from work 
at the Darent Valley Hospital in Dartford, also 
faces a disciplinary hearing by the General 
Medical Council. 

He admitted two offences of making a false 
prescription and one of theft by employee fol¬ 
lowing an investigation which was carried out 
by the Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust when 
suspicions were raised by a pharmacist in 
Walthamstow. 

Emma Brooks, representing the defendant, 


said in mitigation: “Dr Elsakka has worked at the 
hospital for three years but was on sick leave due 
to acute back pain. Painkillers had been previ¬ 
ously prescribed by his GP but he couldn’t get 
another appointment and on two occasions he 
self prescribed. 

“He’s received three awards in recent years for 
outstanding patient care and now faces the 
inevitable GMC proceedings. He has three chil¬ 
dren and is the sole breadwinner so will face 
severe financial hardship.” 

Passing sentence, chairman of the bench Fred 
Tomlin told him: “You were in a position of trust 
and betrayed that trust.” 

Speaking after the case, NHS counter fraud 
investigator Peter Tucker said afterwards: “This 
sends a message to both staff and the public that 
fraud will not be tolerated within the NHS. Dr 
Elsakker tried to circumvent the system and paid 
the price.”

Trust shelves foundation status 
bid until patient services improve 


THE East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust has abandoned its 
application to become a 
foundation trust 
following sustained 
criticism of its 
performance. 

It has announced that it 
will not be submitting a 
new application until 
“sustainable 

improvements” have been 
made to the service 
patients receive. 

EEAST has come under 
fire during the past 18 
months for delays in 
responding to emergency 
calls, hospital handovers 


and poor staffing levels. 

Trust chairman Dr 
Geoffrey Harris said: “I 
am focussed on patients 
and improving our service 
to them. 

“Transforming our 
services and becoming a 
high performing 
organisation will take 
time but it is the most 
important challenge to 
address.” 

The trust said it would 
“revisit” its application 
for foundation status once 
it is providing sustainable 
high quality services and 
operating efficiently and 
effectively.

UNDER-fire ambulance ser¬ 
vice bosses said progress is 
being made in efforts to 
improve services to patients. 

Board members of the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust - which covers Essex, 
Hertfordshire and four other 
counties - were told at a meet¬ 
ing last week that a greater 
focus was being placed on car¬ 
diac care and safeguarding 
patients. 

There is also a major effort to 
deploy more paramedics to the 
frontline and a reduction in 
the amount of money spent on 
private ambulance services.

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Police chiefs warning to officers 
‘who abuse the sickness process’ 


ESSEX’S top cop has marked 
his first 100 days in the job by 
blasting officers who take sick 
leave to nurse hangovers. 

Chief Constable Stephen 
Kavanagh, pictured, spoke out 
during a question and answer 
session with the county’s 
police federation, which 
represents bobbies on the beat. 

When asked about high 
sickness levels in the force, he 
said: “Some of them need help 
to be helped to get better and 
some of them are abusing the 
sickness management process. 

“For those who are genuinely 
unwell we are looking at how 
we support through 
occupational health and if 
necessary investing in 
occupational health to get 
them back. 

“But I think if you look at the 
overall numbers compared to 
other forces, there is also a 
group - a small group but a 
group nonetheless - that are 
abusing the sickness 
management process. 

“If they can’t get the time off 
they take it sick. If they have a 
heavy night, on occasions they 
are taking days off - they will 
be challenged and if necessary 
they will be dealt with. What I 
want to do is have a sickness 
management process that 
supports those who are 
genuinely in need.” 

He contrasted the slack 
attitude of some of his officers 
with the dedication of nurses 


at Chelmsford’s Broomfield 
Hospital. 

“I want a force that has a 
heart but every time someone 
throws a sickie they are letting 
their mates down, they are 
letting the community down,” 
he said. “And the only people 
who suffer are their friends 
who then have to pick up their 
workload. 

“You look at nurses. 
Broomfield Hospital, they 
average seven days lost a year 
in sickness. I think our officers 
are on 12 days a year average. 
We should be much better 
than where we are at the 
moment.” 

He added later: “Policing can 
be a stressful occupation but 
so is being a nurse or a 
member of any other 
emergency service or the 
military. I think we all aspire 
to have one of 
the lowest 
sickness 
rates in 
the 

country 
for any 
police 
force.”

government as well as 
hospitals throughout the 
UK, while the second is 
being held for the first 
time this year and 
sponsored by the 
Department of Health. 

The winners of both will 
be announced next 
month.

County committed to 
street light switch-off

PLANS to switch off street lights after 
midnight will go ahead, despite oppo¬ 
sition from Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lors. 

Last month Conservative-run Essex 
County Council announced it was pro¬ 
posing to extend part-night lighting 
across the county after pilot schemes 
elsewhere found there had been no neg¬ 
ative impact on crime levels or road 
accidents. 

As well as saving £lm a year, the coun¬ 
cil said it would reduce energy con¬ 
sumption, carbon emissions and light 
pollution. Town centres, key road junc¬ 
tions, remote footpaths and alleyways 
linking residential streets will be exe¬ 
mpt, as will lighting for bus shelters, 
road signs and traffic bollards. 

The switch-off between midnight and 
5am is due to come into force in Harlow 
next February. 

The public were asked to voice their 
opinions through their council or coun¬ 
cillor in a consultation period about 
exclusion zones which ended on Friday. 

However, the announcement by Cllr 
Rodney Bass, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transportation, was met with 
protests in some quarters, prompting 
Liberal Democrat highways spokesman 
Stephen Robinson to envoke the coun-

cil’s call-in procedure in an attempt to 
challenge the move. 

As a result, a meeting took place at 
County Hall on Thursday during which 
Cllr Bass faced questioning for more 
than an hour. 

Cllr Robinson said: “The Lib Dem 
group wants the council to listen more 
to comments from the public about 
particular danger spots where lights 
should be kept on.” 

He added: “They should also press 
ahead now with low-energy LED lights 
as widely as possible. We do realise that 
the council has to save money and has 
to cut carbon emissions, but they could 


achieve both those objectives by mov¬ 
ing to LED lights over a period of time. 

“In the areas where lights are being 
left on, LEDs could make a big differ¬ 
ence fairly quickly and on new housing 
developments using LEDs from the 
start will save money even on installa¬ 
tion.” 

Although Cllr Bass did not reject the 
proposal, he said he was in no hurry to 
introduce LED lights. 

Instead, the council has focused more 
on the introduction of a new central 
management system which it says 
greatly improves efficiency by allow the 
county’s street lights to be controlled 
remotely from a single location and pro¬ 
vides instant notification of any fail¬ 
ures. 

Cllr Robinson went on to report 
instances in Essex of a motorist nar¬ 
rowly avoiding a shopping trolley left in 
the road and a cyclist colliding with a 
wheelie bin. He also claimed more peo¬ 
ple were out after midnight than the 
council realised. 

However, Cllr Bass said that did not 
undermine his plans and he also reject¬ 
ed a plea to take more notice of the fear 
of crime. 

He said concerned residents could 
adjust their behaviour accordingly and 
that he would have no problem with 
households that wanted to put extra 
lighting outside their homes. 


Car salesman had child pom on work computer 


A CAR salesman who down¬ 
loaded child porn on his 
work computer in Harlow has 
been spared jail. 

Instead Stuart Broom (34) - 
who worked for CMC Seat 
Group at its Edinburgh Way 
branch - was given a six- 
month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 12 months with 
12 months’of supervision 
and 100 hours of unpaid 
work. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£300 costs, sign the sex 
offenders’ register for five 
years and was made the sub¬ 
ject of a sexual offences pre¬ 
vention order regulating his 


computer use and allowing 
police to monitor his internet 
activity for five years. 

Broom, of Great Waltham, 
near Chelmsford, pleaded 
guilty to two offences of 
making indecent images of 
children at his home and 
work on or before October 24 
last year. 

The court was told the 
majority of the 1,600 images 
were on Broom’s work com¬ 
puter. There were 1,360 at the 
lowest level one, 38 at level 
two, 182 at level three, 87 at 
level four and four at level 
five. All were of girls aged 
from 6-10. 


Prosecutor Mark Lakin said 
a specialist police unit 
became interested in 
Broom’s computer activity 
and informed Essex Police. 
Their investigation linked his 
internet activity at work and 
his laptop at his then home in 
Stile Croft, Harlow. 

When interviewed, Broom 
said he had received emails 
with attachments and 
opened them “out of curiosi¬ 
ty”, but analysis showed he 
had also researched sites 
using search words such as 
“pre-teen”. 

The bulk of the images were 
found on his work computer. 


Mr Lakin told the court: 
“He said whatever he did was 
out of curiosity. He doesn’t 
accept he was sexually 
aroused by images of young 
people.” 

Passing sentence, judge 
Anthony Goldstaub told 
Broom downloading child 
pornography “whether from 
curiosity or sexual obses¬ 
sion” encouraged traffic in 
child abuse. 

“I accept you have no sexu¬ 
al interest in children and it 
was a case of wicked curiosi¬ 
ty,” he said. “But in your 
small way you contributed to 
this culture.”

DRAGONS are coming to Harlow Playhouse 
on Sunday when author Cressida Cowell will 
be talking about and reading excerpts from the 
penultimate book in her How To Train Your 
Dragon series. 

Youngsters in the town will be among the first 
to hear about the latest book - How To Betray A 
Dragon's Hero - from the bestselling author. 

Cressida will be reading extracts from the 
eleventh book, giving tips on penning stories and 
signing her latest dragon tale for her legion of 
fans.

It's crunch time 
for apple growers 


It's a bumper year for apples, experts have told us, 
thanks to last year's wet summer, this year's late 
spring and the glorious summer of 2013 - but what 
if things haven't gone so well? 

While many gardeners will be crowing about the 
vast amount of apples they've picked from their 
groaning trees, a few will no doubt be wracking their 
brains about the lack of fruit, brown spots, maggots 
and general poor performance. 

So, if you're in the latter category, why might this 
have happened? 

Well, the tree may be in too dry a spot, which will 
result in little growth. It may be too wet and the 
roots may drown each winter, especially in a heavy 
soil when the roots may be confined in a hole full of 
water after every rain. 

You also need to look at your soil, which may be 
too acid, too alkaline or just poor, with few nutri¬ 
ents. 

Exposure to sun also has a bearing. If the site is too 
shady then the plant can become stunted. 

Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) fruit specialist Jim 
Arbury, who will be identifying apples at several of 
the RHS Taste of Autumn Festival events this month, 
explains: "Sometimes you will find trees originally 
planted in the sun may have become shaded by a co¬ 
nifer hedge or a building and this can affect fruiting. 
There have been situations where fruit may appear 
on one side of the tree which isn't shaded and not on 
the other, which is.'' 

If the tree was container-planted when you 
bought it, did you make sure you teased out the 
roots before planting? If not, they may all be trapped 
in their original place where they are now strangling

each other underground - a problem which is often 
presented by the plant bursting into life in spring 
before petering out and looking forlorn all summer. 

Others say their apple trees have grown well 
but simply haven't flowered in spring. This is 
generally down to flowers being destroyed by 
frost, or trees being too young or too vigorous. 

"Often, when you've neglected a tree, then 
prune it very hard it will react by producing 
vigorous growth and may take time to crop 
again," Arbury explains. 

A give-away sign is when the branches are 
growing very strongly upwards, often with 
leaves that are dark green. 

"The best thing to do with a neglected tree is 
to prune it over two to three years, to balance 
everything out, but it may take a few years to 
settle down again." 

Trees which look healthy but don't fruit may | 
be the victims of a serious water shortage at 
the start of the season, a problem which can easily 
be rectified. 

They may also need another pollinator, especially 
if you live in an urban area with few other trees 
around. Apples generally need partners, but usually 
there are so many apple trees about that you can get 
away without planting a partner yourself. However, 
if in doubt, plant another apple tree nearby. 

Apples infested with maggots and holes may have 
fallen victim to apple sawfly or codling moth. The 
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best way to control them is to be vigilant early on 
in the season, removing any infected fruitlets and 
clearing up any fallen ones and destroying them as 
soon as possible along with the maggots within. 

Heavy mulches under the trees laid over a woven 
fabric or plastic-sheet layer traps the hibernating 
pupai above. You can then expose them to the birds 
by raking the mulch aside in winter. 

Arbury warns apple growers that their bumper 
crop this year might not be repeated next year if 


their trees suffer from biennial bearing, carrying a 
heavy crop one year and little or none the next. The 
tree exhausts itself by overcropping one year and 
then has to take a year or more off. 

"Biennial bearing often happens in unpruned trees. 
It's best to prune the trees (generally once between 
leaf fall in autumn and bud burst in spring) so that 
the cropping will balance out year on year." 

Another solution to biennial bearing is that after 
the June drop (which usually happens in July, when 
fruitlets fall from the trees), you should thin the 
fruits, removing at least half including the crowded, 
diseased and deformed and leaving only the best. 
This reduces the load on the tree by lessening the 
number of seeds, which it takes a lot of energy for 
the tree to make. The tree should fruit each year if 
the fruits are always thinned.

FILTH 

certificate 18,1h37m 

EVERYONE is above the law, including the 
police, in Jon S Baird's giddy and grim black 
comedy adapted from Irvine Welsh's novel of 
the same name. 

Filth mixes a heady cocktail of sex, drugs 
and wanton violence and then spikes the 
noxious brew with a generous dash of 
racism and homophobia. 

Those of a nervous disposition will be 
fortunate to survive the opening five 
minutes unscathed as Baird paints a 
wickedly funny portrait of Edinburgh's 
police force as a boy's club of degenerates 
and scoundrels who commit adultery and 
gleefully sabotage a colleague's chances of 
promotion. 

Glasgow's golden boy James McAvoy 
takes the sheen off his nice-guy screen 


image as misanthropic schemer DS Bruce 
Robertson, who lords over his colleagues 
and shamelessly sucks up to his superior, 
Chief Inspector Bob Toal (John Sessions). 

When Toal dangles a promotion in front 
of Bruce, the DS ruthlessly targets his five 
rivals - Peter Inglis (Emun Elliott), Amanda 
Drummond (Imogen Poots), Dougie Gillman 
(Brian McCardie), Ray Lennox (Jamie Bell) 
and Gus Bain (Gary Lewis) - by exploiting 
their insecurities. 

Unfortunately his mental state is 
precarious and when his plans suffer a 
setback, his world whirls out of control. The 
only glimmer of hope is a young widow, 
Mary (Joanne Froggatt), whose innate 
kindness might not be enough to drag him 
back from the abyss. 

Not since Danny Boyle's breathless screen 
version of Trainspotting more than 25 years 
ago has a film realised Welsh's distinctive 
voice with such flair. By necessity some of 
the book's devices have been sacrificed 


to construct a narrative thread that we 
can cling to through the madness and 
debauchery. 

But the author's twisted humour defiantly 
sticks up two fingers in almost every frame. 

Filth is anchored by an all-guns-blazing 
central turn from McAvoy, who has gained 
a few pounds for the role and looks sweaty 
and exhausted by the gloomy closing 
frames. He drops his kecks for almost every 
female co-star, then suffers nightmarish 
visions involving a psychiatrist Dr Rossi (Jim 
Broadbent) with a freakishly large forehead. 

Supporting performances are equally 
colourful, including Henderson in 
breathlessly vampish form and David Soul 
enjoying a hallucinogenic cameo, leading a 
boozy singalong to his song Silver Lady.

Playwright Stephen Greenhorn drew inspiration from 
the lyrics of the Proclaimers' 1988 hit I'm Gonna Be (500 
Miles) - and indeed the band's entire songbook - for his 
critically acclaimed 2007 stage musical Sunshine On Leith, 
charting the romantic dalliances of two friends who return 
home from a tour of duty in Afghanistan. 

Now actor-turned director Dexter Fletcher harnesses 
the exuberance of the stage show for the big screen to 
produce an unabashedly feelgood romp through matters 
of the heart that underscores its soap opera narrative with 
slickly executed song and dance sequences. 

Davy (George MacKay) and best mate Ally (Kevin Guthrie) 
return home to Leith after a roadside explosive kills one of 
their band of brothers. 

Ally falls into the arms of his girlfriend Yvonne (Freya 
Mavor), who is Davy's sister, while Davy kindles romance 
with Yvonne's best friend, Liz (Antonia Thomas). 

Both relationships blossom and Ally buys a ring, intending 
to go down on bended knee at the forthcoming 25th 
anniversary party of Davy and Liz's parents, Rab (Peter 
Mullan) and Jean (Jane Horrocks). 

But a dark secret from the past threatens to tear the 
family apart, propelling the characters along divergent 
paths. 

Sunshine On Leith is shamelessly sentimental, tugging 
heartstrings with abandon, but the joyfulness gradually 
wears us down until we're powerless to resist. 

MacKay, Guthrie, Thomas and Mavor sing their parts 
with conviction and charm, while Mullan and Horrocks 
lend emotional gravitas as a long-time married couple in 
emotional crisis.

LONG-term tests are about living 
with a car every day, doing all 
kinds of driving, and exposing 
the best and the worst of what 
real buyers will see for 
themselves. 

There are many things that a 
few quick hours behind the 
wheel on a new car launch just 
can’t tell you. 

Seat has put a lot of investment 
into the new Leon in an attempt 
to cut the gap on the perennial 
sales bonanza enjoyed by its 
sister car, the Volkswagen Golf. 

While the Golf has become ever 
more straight-line sensible in its 
styling though, the Leon has 
brought together a stunning 
combination of curves, angles 
and overall poise to create 
something that looks much more 
interesting. The question is: do 
its real-world talents match up? 

This is what I’m aiming to find 
out by taking delivery of a just 
run-in five-door Leon for the 
next six months. I’ve picked the 
mid-range SE model, which has a 
lot of little touches over and 
above the base S grade version, 
but is a healthy amount cheaper 


than the body-kitted and more 
ostentatious FR. I’ve also chosen 
a petrol engine, in light of the 
incredible work the Volkswagen 
Group has done to improve the 
driveability and efficiency of its 
unleaded-drinking powerplants. 

Pages upon pages have been 
written about the 104bhp 1.2- 
litre TSI turbocharged petrol and 
it’s fairly well known as a great 
unit. In light of that, I’ve opted 
for its big brother, the 138bhp 1.4 
TSI. It’s going to be interesting to 
see whether it can justify the 
extra £1,050 over the 1.2. They 
share a road tax band, but the 1.2 


is four insurance groups lower 
and allegedly 3mpg more frugal, 
so I’ll be aiming to see whether 
the higher performance from the 
1.4 is worth it. 

In terms of options, 0U13 YBM 
has got only the key ones Seat 
reckons will be most popular 
with buyers. Chief among them 
is the technology pack, which 
brings with it full LED headlights 
- a first for any C-segment car - 
along with DAB radio and sat- 
nav courtesy of a good-sized 
colour screen mounted 
reasonably high up on the 
dashboard. Initially Seat 


dropped the pack’s near-£l,100 
price to £500, but further down 
the line it became, amazingly, 
free. 

The headlights are a big deal for 
Seat and the market in general 
and after much deal-making 
within the VW Group, the Leon 
has secured first rights to the 
new technology, even ahead of 
the Golf and Audi A3. The idea 
behind LED headlights is not just 
that they use much less energy 
than traditional bulbs or high- 
intensity xenon lamps; the light 
the special LEDs create is closer 
in colour to natural daylight 


than any alternatives, allegedly 
making it easier for the human 
eye to distinguish contrast and 
movement within the beam. As 
the nights draw in later this year, 
I’ll have the perfect opportunity 
to test the theory. 

On top of the Technology Pack 
there are 17-inch ahoy wheels, 
which certainly fill the wheel 
arches more convincingly but 
could also be more exposed to 
damage from kerbs. I’ll look into 
this and see whether the move 
was a wise one or not. 

Other than that, the car is 
standard, so with the Golf lined 
up as a significantly more 
expensive option and the Skoda 
Octavia perhaps being bigger 
than some people want or need, 
the time has come for the Leon 
to prove itself within the VW 
Group. 

I’m going to pile the miles on it, 
encompassing driving at every 
time of day and night, motorway 
trips, urban scratching, Sunday 
afternoon blasts and of course 
the weekly shop. My partner, 
Laura, will also be driving it, and 
since most family cars are 
shared between parents, her 
opinion will be invaluable.

Magic touch giving Jo 
focus in England Tests 


HARLOW'S Jo Harten is certainly 
a sought-after player in arguably 
the strongest netball league in the 
world. 

The England international - 
played for the national team that 
beat South Africa in a three-match 
Test series which ended on 
Saturday - has played for two clubs 
in New Zealand in the semi-pro¬ 
fessional ANZ Championship. 

This competition involves the 
top clubs in Australia and New 
Zealand. 

The 24-year-old former St Mark’s 
student signed a two-year deal 
with Kia Magic in the summer, 
after a successful spell at the 
Waikato-Bay of Plenty franchise, 
based in Hamilton. 

Shooter Harten was rested 
against South Africa in the final 
match of the Test series, shown 
live on Sky Sports on Friday, which 
England won 53-41. 

Previously England won the first 
Test 49-38 before a 51-33 win at 
Wembley Arena wrapped up the 
Test series, live on Sky Sports on 
Wednesday last week. 

The Essex player has had a key 
role for England for several years. 
The next target is the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Glasgow next year. 

Harten’s game has improved 
since she started playing in New 
Zealand, regularly facing the best 
netball players in the world. 

The classy shooter switched to 
Kia Magic to replace experienced 
New Zealand international Irene 
van Dyk, who has moved to the 
Central Pulse. 

Harten knew she had huge boots 
to fill replacing South African- 
born New Zealand international 
Van Dyk, the country’s 
Sportswomen of the Year in both 
2003 and 2005. 

Not that Harten sees her role as a 
replacement for the veteran. 

"I mean, replacing the best 


shooter in the world? I don’t think 
that’s my job when I go to the 
Magic,” Harten said prior to her 
switch. 

‘T’m certainly not the next Irene 
van Dyk, and I would never hail to 
be that. But I’ll give it my best shot 
doing what I can do.” 

The 1.88m Harten debuted for 
her country as a teenager in 2007 
and has made big strides since, 
including starring as the leading 
light at a struggling Tactix fran¬ 
chise for the past two years. 

She had been keen to 
return to Christchurch, 
but all that changed 
with last month’s 
announcement that 
van Dyk would be 
leaving the 2012 cham¬ 
pions. 

"I wasn’t really going 
out hunting for other 
teams, because I was 
quite settled at the 
Tactix, to be hon¬ 
est,” Harten said. 

‘’But when this 
opportunity j 
came up with the 
Magic, I thought 
it was too good to 
turn down. 

‘’Seeing Irene had 
left, it obviously 
meant 
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there was a 
shooting spot 
available in the 
team so I had a 
few emails with 
Julie [new Magic 
coach Julie 



Fitzgerald] just to see what her 
thoughts were and basically see if 
there was any interest there. 

"It was a long process, to be hon¬ 
est. I had an offer from Tactix on 
the table and then over a period of 
a few weeks, an offer with Magic 
came about.” 

Harten said it was a hard deci¬ 
sion to leave the Tactix, but the 
shift to the Magic would move her 
out of her comfort zone and help 
freshen her game. 

"It was just literally a case of 
where I could perform best and 
especially leading up to the 
Games next year and the world 
champs the year after that, how 
can I perform best as an ath¬ 
lete and really push myself in 
every single training, because 
it’s not just about the games 
you play, it’s about what you 
do every single day leading 
up in these next two 
years.” 

Harten said 
while she was 
not privy to 
the Magic’s 
roster when 
she signed, the 
potential line¬ 
up excited her 
and playing 
with Silver 
Ferns was a 
’drawcard’. 

The fact she 
would be 
able to train 
^against 
^ Leana de 
Bruin and 
hopefully 
Casey Kopua 
would boost 
her game, 
Harten felt. “If 
you’re playing 
against those 
guys, I’m think¬ 
ing about that 


match two, three weeks before 
because they’re so classy and 
they’re such a great unit together,” 
she said. 

"Sometimes [at the Tactix] you 
were spearheaded because the 
other players around you were less 
experienced,” she said. 

"The Tactix team this year was a 
very young team and it was a 
building franchise and kind of on 
the other scale we’ve got Magic 
who have obviously won the com¬ 
petition and have that experience 
at the whole club of how to win. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
being part of a culture of winning 
and really trying to test myself out 
in a team like that.” 

Harten has a degree in interna¬ 
tional relations but due to netball 
hasn’t had the opportunity to use 
it yet. 

She has now moved to Bath but 
regularly returns to her family 
home in Harlow, where her par¬ 
ents, who have been hugely sup¬ 
portive throughout her career, still 
live. 

Harten knows the experience of 
playingin the ANZ Championships 
has helped not only her but 
England. 

"When the likes of me, Eboni 
[Beckford-Chambers], Jade 
[Clarke], Geva [Mentor] comeback 
we can just push the tempo in the 
England trainings because that 
level’s set for the whole year I sup¬ 
pose, and really teach the other 
girls in the England team what it’s 
like and give off that impression of 
professionalism the whole year 
round, which I think the English 
Superleague kind of lacks.” 

England face their toughest test 
in January against her adopted 
home, New Zealand. 

Harten will arrive for Magic pre¬ 
season training after that. 

Ironically, her first match for her 
new team is against her old team, 
the Tactix in Christchurch. 
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Kai’s a triathlon star at 10! 


TEN-year-old Latton Green 
Primary School pupil Kai Boggon 
produced an incredible perfor¬ 
mance in his first triathlon to 
take third place in his age group 
in a competition involving more 
than 1,300 youngsters. 

The Harlow youngster was just 
a few seconds behind the win¬ 
ner in a thrilling finish to the 
race at the weekend. 

Sporting all-rounder Kai is a 
talented footballer with 
Sumners Youth, but showed he 
has plenty of strings to his bow 
with hard-working displays in 
the gruelling race, which 
involved swimming, running and 
cycling. 

He is also a member of both 
Harlow Athletic Club and Harlow 
Penguins Swimming Club, and it 
is this training which has built 
up his stamina and helped him 
secure a bronze medal in the 


largest children’s triathlon at 
Hever Castle in Kent. 

His proud dad Richard said: 
“He has been training hard all 
year. He is a regular member of 
Harlow Penguins where he 
trains up to five times a week. 
He also is a member of Harlow 
Athletic Club where he trains 
twice a week.” 

With more than 1,300 children 
taking part in the race, the com¬ 
petition was certainly stiff for 
Kai. 

The children were split into 
three groups: 8-10 years, 11-12 
and 13-15. 

There were more than 750 
children in Kai’s age group 
alone. 

The first discipline was the 
100m open water swim with the 
water temperature less than 13 
degrees. 

“All of Kai’s hard training paid 


off by exiting the water first 
with at least a 10-second lead,” 
said Richard. “Then he had to 
run 200m to the transition area 
where he stretched his lead to 
over 20 seconds with a slick 
transition. Kai left on his less 
experienced discipline, the four 
kilometre bike ride. This was by 
far his weakest discipline as 
two boys overtook him as they 
came back in to transition 45 
seconds in front.” 

Kai then started his best disci¬ 
pline, the 1.3 kilometre run. He 
dug in and pulled it back to a 
sprint finish where the top three 
boys were split by three sec¬ 
onds but still left him in third 
place. “I’ve have never seen him 
so determined to do well and 
maybe next year with a bit of 
practice on the bike who knows 
where he might finish,” added 
Richard.
